o citizen of the Fnited States 
of America should abstain from 
turkey on Thanksgiving day.” 
W hile tim authorship of the 
above quotation has been ques­ 
tioned, sotneev( ^attributin g it to W ash­ 
ington, it is now* generally conceded to 
have em anated from the lips of Alex­ 
ander Ham ilton. 
It appears that at a 
banquet given by a number of congress­ 
men on the first national celebration 
of Thanksgiving in 178b— and, by the 
way, we are indebted to the fertile 
brain of H am ilton for tin; setting aside 
of this day as a national holiday—the 
turkey w as conspicuous for its ab ­ 
sence. 
(Tumor for our largest of gam e 
birds, which had served, or, rather. 
been served, so acceptably on all feast 
days since the first Thanksgiving of 
th.- pilgrim s, w as of no avail, and a 
motion to dispense with the fowl w as 
final 
nade 
sim ply 
because 
there 
seemed no alternative. 
But this w as 
{looted down. 
Hamilton joining the 
opposition 
with the em phatic senti­ 
ment above noted. 
Since it is strictly an American bird, 
the name se; ms a misnomer, probably 
originating with Its first introduction 
into Europe early in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury, win 
by som e m eans it w as sup 
posed to have come from the Ottoman 
empire. 
Tile Mammoth Bronze, the largest 
and most p ip ular dom esticated variety, 
is a descendant o f the Mexican turkey, 
indigenous in the Mexican tablelands, 
found also in N ew Mexico and Arizo­ 
na. 
The prevalent notion that it Is 
crossed with tile wild turkey of the 
eastern sloj>e is denied by the ma nag 
ors of the Sm iths -niau institution, who 
in exhibiting a fine stuffed specimen of 
th-, latter a t the Pan-American stated 
that “ it is not a progenitor of the do­ 
m estic turkey." 
That the wild nature, like that of the 
Indian, Is never wholly eradicated is ! 
most apparent a t nesting time. 
Then 
the most stupid in appearance of ail 
the denizens of the poultry yard be­ 
comes suddenly the most w ary and 
cunning. 
Unlike the 
bustling 
hen. 
which never lays an egg without pro­ 
claim ing the fact to the entire neigh- j 
Lorhood, M istress Turkey quietly slips 
aw ay from the rest of the flock, feed­ 
ing as she goes, thereby extracting a t­ 
tention from her real purpose. 
If un­ 
molested, she proceeds by a more or 1 
less circuitous route, carefully placing 
dead leaves or bits of grass or straw 
over each treasure with lier bill, so 
that unless one finds her on the uest or 
sees her enter It is alm ost im possible 
to discover her secret. 
Any indication 
of surveillance increases lier secretive­ 
ness, and the strategy som etim es adopt­ 
ed to thw art her pursuer is surprising 
in the extrem e. 
H unting the turkey's nest usually 
falls to the lot of nu adult, children be­ 
ing. as a rule, not shrew d enough to 
follow the slender clew to the end. 
Patience for hours—yea, ofttim es d ays 
—is required. 
Due must expect to be 
led on m any detours, perchance to see 
tho hen settle down In a nook quite 
remote from the nest, hoping thereby 
to elude lier pursuer. 
If unsuccessful 
in this ruse, she may even return 
home, thinking to slip aw ny later un­ 
noticed, 
The following incident illus­ 
trates, perhaps in un extrem e degree, 
her tactics: 
A hen had been followed daily for 
several days, but without success. The 
grown up boy of the fam ily w as quite 
inclined to m ake sport of the repeated 
failures aud finally volunteered his 
services. 
Ile w atched the hen start 
along (lie roadside bordering a trian ­ 
gular wood lot—the route she Invaria­ 
bly took. 
From behind the rail fence 
lie noted her progress, picking here 
aud there, wending ber way slowly, 
yet evidently alert to the presence of 
any Intruder. 
Som etim es she appeared 
suspicious, but would again resume 
ber way In an unconcerned manner.

Instead of bustling about 
and tiring them out. she moves slowly 
and 
rests 
often, 
though 
som etim es 
leading them a loug w ay from home. 
lf she fails to return at night, search 
usually reveals her with a neighboring 
flock. 
And this m lxiug of flocks, by the 
w aj‘, is more productive of neighbor­ 
hood quarrels than any other feature 
of farm life. 
Where both parties are 
honest It is often m anaged by m arking 
with leg bauds of stout cloth, each 
fam ily adhering to Its own material. 
Rut some individuals will insist upon 
having their number, irrespective of 
the toll paid to hawk and mink, and 
when dealing with these—well, it is 
easy for cloth leg bauds to get slipped 
off. The best preventive is liberal feed­ 
ing morning aud evening, to induce a 
love for home.

Some faint idea 
of Its power can be obtained by the 
statement that it shoots a projectile 
weighing 2,370 pounds a distance of 
twenty-one miles. 
If smokeless pow­ 
der is used it will require 576 pounds 
or about 1,000 pounds of black pow­ 
der. 
The crude steel from which the 
gun was assembled weighed 368,000 
pounds. It has cost in material, labor 
and 
machinery about $150,000.
